With his InBtallation in St. Pat- 
rick's Cathedral the Most Rev. 
Patrick J. Hayes became the 
Arcbbiahop of New York, entitled to 
wear the ermine cappa magna and 
the lamb's wool pallium, and to 
exercise the Junctions of supremo 
spiritual director of the clergy and 
faithful of the great Archdiocese of 
New York. The ceremony of In- 
stallation, conducted by the Apos- 
tolic Delegate. ArcfhbUbop John 
Bonzano, was an admixture of an- 
cient ritea and aymbola, which aro 
a part of the church itself, and ot 
modom thought and practice. The 
prawnce of a host of priests In the 
military uniforms of chaplains of 
army and navy in itself gave a mo.^t 
unusual touch to the entire picture, 
and mingled oddly in the pageantry 
of the white satin of the two Arch- 
bishops, the purplish red of the 
Monsignori. the dull gray and brown 
rot)cs of till' frlara, and the black 
cassocks and white aurplices of the 
simple priests. 

The occasion was choaen by Arch- 
biabop Boniaao aa a fitting one on 
which to etpreas the church view 
on the preaent critical condition in 
world alfairfl. Most diplomats make 
■uch utterances at banquets, usually 
arranged for that specific purpose, 
but the installation of the new 
Archbishop of New York gave the 
Papal diplomat the opportunity, for 
it came in naturally in bis addre.« 
to Archbishop Hayes when he be- 
gan to recount the oonditloiu the 
exalted prelate would find facing 
him. 

"Arclibi-siiop Hayes," he said, "be- 
glUB hia adminiatratlon at a mo- 
maat that la critical for America 
iMA. 1m •B\BUUlklll4f In every de- 
partmont of life problems of the 
gravest character multiply day by 
day. Still trembling from its 
mighty conflict, the world is Im- 
patient to elcar away its ruins and 
build anew ihe structure of society. 
Law and order, individual right and 
national exlatenre, science and civ- 
ilization — all are Involved in this 
crUis. Religion itself ia not exempt, 
nor faith, aor hope, nor the Tir- 
tues that hava hitherto aanrad as 
the baaia of freedom — all are at 
stake, all dapendant upon the issue 
to which avants are so rapidly mov- 
ing. It la vlalnly aeen that the 
world has to learn a new lesson, or 
to learn again what it bas so lon^ 
forgotten. After trying Its own 
wisdom and finding it a failure the 
world must go back to the wisdom 
of Christ and his gospel. In the 
solution of these grave problems, 
America will have her full share of 
opportunity, and likewise of reapon- 
sibillty. According to the maasiire 
of her wisdom in this crisis Will be 
the weight ot her influence for good 
upon all other nations." 

Archbishop Hayes in his response 
touched I upon world matters, and 
fervently proclaimed that the suc- 
cess of the Peace Conference de- 
pended upon the spirit of Christian- 
ity in which it was conducted, and 
the extent to which the teachings of 
Christ govam its daetsloas and oon- 
ctlusions. 

While the Pope was in no haste 
In promulgating the appointment of 
the new Archbishop he expedited 
matters to have the new Metropoli- 
tan take actual charge of bis see. 
Aside from tiia importance of hav- 
ing a permanent bead to the great 
archdiocese, thara iras a church 
reason for the bnrrjr. It * I<^* 
of the Catholic charoh that an- 
aointing oils used in various rites, 
sucfh as t>aptism, ordination and ex- 
treme unction, must (be not over a 
year old, the church year beinK 
measured from Easter to Easter. It 
Is at Easter time these oils are 
blessed, and they must be blessed 
by an Archbishop. Therefore it is 
a necessity If the dargy ara to bave 
these oils for tha aunlag year that 
there shall ba an Arebblshop to 
bless them bafora *Baster. Hence 
tha special haata In investing Arch- 
Mab(» Hiqres with the full author- 
ity of his office. 

The ceremony of instaillatlon was 
an Informal one. The main feature 
was the act of obedience on the part 
of the clergy, who will thus pledge 
their fealtv to the new Metropoll- 
Un. 

This ceremony invested the new 
Archbishop with the full power of 
bis office, though bis Investiture will 
not be complete until the imposition 
of the pallium. The pallium is a 
eapa wbieh (oaa on otn tb« head 
and rests on both shonlders. It is 
made of wool shorn from lambs 
raised on tbe Vatican grounds, and 
woven into a fabric by the Sisters 
of St. Agnes in Rome. Symboiioaily, 
the pallium means that the Arch- 
bishop is proclaimed a lamb of God. 

Under the rules of the church, 
the Archbishop has already re- 
quested tbe Pope to send him the 
pallium. Under ordinary circum- 
stances this would ba sent by a spe- 
cial messenger, and oonsldarlaf (he 
imporunce of the arebdloeeaa it 
may be oven In these times, though 
It may ba maUad.

All prtssts are 
i xpiittd to choose some special 
feast day. and they usually choose 
that ot the ."aint whose life most 
impressed them in their student 
days. St. Joseph has always been 
I'egarded by the new Archbishop as 
liis patron saint, and Joseph is his 
confirmation name, chosen by him- 
self when he was confirmed in tbe 
faith in his boyhood. 

The only changea in tha vast- 
ments to be worn by the Arebblshop, 
as compared with those worn by 
him as a Bishop, will be the addi- 
tion of the pallium and the capuche, 
n ."small hood attacli4!»d to .the mo/,- 
zelta. As a matter of fact, when 
officiating as Bishop Ordinary over 
the .Nnierican militarj' chaplains th«? 
now .\rchbisohp wore the capuche. 
in ancient times tills hood was 
large enough to he put over the 
head when needed. The one now 
used by Archbishops is TWy moeh 
smaller and is simply won as a 
symbol of office. 

The symbollam on the escutcheon 
of the arms of Archbishop ^^ayes Is 
as follows: The gfaen 8bii&rgn8.o0 
a golden ground indicate both the 
faith in the Trinity and th^ national 
origin of the Archbishop. The St 
.\cdrcw'8 cross whlcli quarters the 
shield indicates the parish in which 
the Archbishop was born, baptized, 
made his first coniiininlon and re- 
ceived his earliest religious training. 
The crown occupying one of the 
quarteringB shows the- Archbishop's 
devotion to the Blessed Virgin, and 
of the further fact that on ona teast 
of the Virgin, and of the Praaenta- 
tlon in the Tnmplii. be was bap- 
tized, and on anotbar. September 
8. 1892, the Feast of tba Nativity 
of 'Mary, he was ordained to tbe 
priesthood and on the same feast 
day in 1914 was preconized Bishop 
by Pope Plus X. The eagle of St. 
John the Evangelist Is a tribute ta 
John Cardinal Farley, who chos.? 
Bishop Hayes as his .\uxiliary 
Bishop, while the Lion of St. Mark 
is the heraldic designation of Pope 
Pius X., who made the new Arch- 
bishop a doctor of divinity, a ilon- 
slgnor and a Bishop. 

Another chanm, and an unusual 
one, in the Arwblihop's coat of 
arms, will i be the placing of three 
crosses on a blue background in 
tbe fourth, or lower quarter of the 
shield. These are symbolical of his 
tenure as Bishop Ordinary to the 
Catholic chaplains in the American 
military service. At the bottom oi" 
the shield are the words "Mane 
Nobiscum Doniiue" (Remain WIt'i 
Us). 

Among the ornaments worn as in- 
signia of episcopal rank In the 
Catholic church are the ring, cross 
and crosiar. Albottt the fourth cen- 
tury of tba Christian ara the adop- 
tion of the ring was effected. It 
was worn on the middle finger of 
the right hand In tbe early times 
because it was with that hand that 
the Bishop gave the episcopal bene- 
diction.

They say Mor- 
row Is the, typical machine poli- 
tician of 4ba old school and with a 
hand-picked machine -ticket it win 
be good-night for the party In No- 
vember. Then again what fun the 
Democratic orators will have in re- 
ferring to the Hert-.Searcy .slate and 
the packed convention and primary. 

Well, the whole anvil chorus was 
out in full bloom this week and the 
poor old Bolstaeviki administration 
now conduotlng our "reform" gov- 
ernment Is getting knocked from 
Butchertown to Portland and the 
river to the cKy limits. Tbt garb- 
age mess, the Joke vacuum street

The time is ripe to solve the 
problem of self-government for Ire- 
land, and it must be settled "in 
Ireland and nowhere *>lse," in the 
opinion of Sir Horace Plunkett, who 
departed for the British Isles on 
the Adriatic after seven weeks in 
this country, devoted largely to 
studying American aantlment re- 
garding the Issue of bla native land. 

"The war should have brought 
peace and must bring an Irish set- 
tlement," be declai'ed. 

Sir Horace presided last year 
over ih.' Dublin convention, which 
ha l ['.<•■ Dpp'irt (if the British Gov- 
erniinii i i iii wliiclt failed to bring 
about 111 ii ri fnii in among th" 
Irish laction.- for self-government. 
Sir Horace's statimient follows: 

"Americans are united as never 
before in the forty years I have 
been coming to this country in a 
desire to see full Justice done to 
the national aspirations of Ireland. 
They want the difficulty out ot the 
way, both on account of the vital 
principles involved and the Immense 
number of your citiaens of Irish 
birth and blood. . 

"That question will, if not set- 
tled, continue to distur<b your do- 
mestic policies, where it raises false 
SBues and tlueatens to become a 
serious embarrassnmnt in your for- 
Ign policy. 1 have been assured 
over and over again that nothing 
else in all the peace problems of 
the Allies touches America so 
closely, morally and politicaUy. 

I have been constantly asked my 
opinion as to what, in these circum- 
stances, ought to be done. I would 
not help toward a settlement in 
Ireland — and nowhere else can sat- 
isfactory settlement be reached — if 
were to set out the terms of the 
solution I should personally prefer. 
Moreover, there have been politicil 
changes In Great Britain since 1 
left, which may have to bo taken 
into account. So far as 1 can judge 
at tbis distance the situation there 
is growing ripe for a final effort to 
solve the problem. 

"My inquiriea in America bare 
related ratber to tha nrganey than 
to tba manner of setttomaat Of 
this I am certain. The solution wHl 
be greatly simplified if the unan- 
imity which I have observed in 
this country is maintained What- 
ever tbe President may or may not 
see fit to do or say in Paris, I feel 
that the moral sense of the Ameri- 
can people must be satisfied, and 
their politics and policies freed 
from false Issues and embarrass- 
ment arising from tbe aetnal atate 
of Ireland.

Director 
Larkln has already placed additional 
orders for 2,000 baseball outfits, 
each consisting of twelve balls, 
hats, four gloves, a mask and a 
chest protector. The order calls for 
Immediate delivery, and these Sup- 
plies will be at tbf ilisposal of 
American soldiers abroad within a 
few weeks. 

"The Government limits the 
Knights' shipments abroad to 35o 
tons each month, but during the 
next few weeks supplies of an ath- 
letic character will be given prece- 
dence, and If we can't get enough 
of our supplies over by heretofore 
used methods we will try to per- 
suade tbe Oovemment to permit u<t 
to do it by other means. More 
than a million of our boys orar^ 
there have many hours to them- 
selves every day now, and time 
hangs heavy on their hands. They 
crave excitement, they need recrea- 
tion and entertainment. They 
know the season for outdoor sports 
has arrived In this country and they 
read all about the preparations of 
the big league baseball teams; they 
read about the coming championship 
fight between Willard and Dempsey: 
they got the results of the recent 
Indoor games at Madison Square 
Garden; they are familiar with the 
startling revival of all outdoor 
games and they long to enjoy som<' 
ot the games and contests scheduled. 
This of course is denied them, bu- 
they are not to be denied the pleas- 
ure of participating in similar 
games and contests if It is within 
the power of the Knights of Colum- 
bus to provide the means. 

"Not a day passes at our Paris 
headquarters that a half dozen 
camp commanders do not urge the 
immediate need of more sporting- 
goods for tbe men. For Instance, 
at or near LeMans there are per- 
haps S0,000 soldiers. They are 
begglag for athletic equipment of 
all sorts. Oive them enough base- 
ball outfits, enough theatrical enter- 
tainments bulwarked with worth- 
while photoplays, and they will be 
happy and contented. Leave them 
to their own resources and a spirit 
of unrest will permeate their ranks 
and discontent will 'follow. They 
are willing to endure their exile 
from borne if only they have means 
of entertaining themaalvas.

As to 
conscription, let it be remembered 
that when the first conscription act 
passed in the English Parliament -in 
1916 the Liberal party, then in 
power with Asquith and Lloyd 
George as leaders, of their own ac- 
cord humanely excluded Ireland 
from Its provisions, knowing that 
slie had done a noble part. Follow- 
ing Asquith's retirement as leader, 
and the acc'<>ssion of the Tories into 
more than partial power, with 
Curzon, Balfour and Bonar I^aw and 
Carson in the saddle, true to their 
old traditions they included Ireland 
In the conscription act. The Irian 
resisted this that a remnant of the 
race be saved. For this they are 
assailed and held as disloyal by the 
Tories, and looked upon by such 
men as Milford as not worthy of 
notice at the present time. But 
did not Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa resist conscription 
also, or rather refu.s« to enact a 
conscription measure? Why are not 
(.iipy held up as disloyal? Ireland's 
pait in the war instead of censure 
deserves tlie highest commendation, 
and no haser lie was ever uttered 
than that- they conspired with the 
enemy. No better proof can be 
furnished of Irish loyalty than that 
the Irish prisoners In German 
camps refused to go forth to fight 
In Oarman -ranks against the Allies. 

One other turn given the question 
by the correspondent la to endeavor 
to show that the Unitde States has 
no right to recognize Ireland at 
the Peace Conference any more than 
that England should tiavo recog 
nized the Confederacy. First let me 
say that if the United States does 
one-half as much for Ireland now 
as England did for the Confederacy 
the Irisli in America will be satis- 
fled. Then let me say that England 
practically recognized the Confed- 
eracy, as shown by the Alabama 
claims payment, which would not 
have taken place It En^and were 
not fully responsible. The state of 
affairs is altogether dilterent In re 
gard to the Peace Conference. It 
is a congress of nations, couTened 
not only to draw up a treaty of 
peace, but more specially to handle 
disputed questions between nations, 
so as to secure a just and lastin;; 
peace in the world. Ireland comes 
well within tho scope of the confer- 
ence and (he United States is as 
well within its rights to take up the 
Irish question as it is any other 
question that may be brought for- 
ward. It any of our colonies, Porto 
Rico, Hawaii or the Philippines, 
came demanding self-goTemment, it 
would be perfectly within the right 
of Great Britain to bring all . the 
Influence she possesses to bear in 
their behalf without any ottenae to 
the United States. The case of 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo- 
Solovakia, .\rmenia are considered, 
and yet with the exception of 
Poland not one of its own accord 
seeks self government. It is being 
urged for tliem hy the allied na 
tions, not for the sake of the peo 
pie. but to have buffer States fo 
their own protection. Then sue! 
States as they are — only an 
agglomeration of peoples, differing 
In nationality, religion and Ian- 
guage. Even Poland has a larger 
sprinkling of Germans and Russians 
than has Ireland of Orange faction 
ists and English place men, carpet 
baggers sent over from England to 
do for the Irish what the old time 
Yankee carpet-baggers did for the 
Southern people after the war, mis 
govern and outrage them. Perhap 
the most farfetched reason for Eng 
land's opposition to Ircdaml liaving 
Belf-govornmient advanced liy tiiis 
correspondent is that an independ- 
ent .'state so located and because of 
its proximity to England would be 
a menace to England's peace. But 
as an eminent man said recently in 
reply to the same statement, Eng- 
land has a nation much larger and 
nearer to it than Ireland — France — 
from whleh she eould be more easily 
attacked, and Ireland being far 
moved from other European nations 
with England interposing, would not 
endanger England In the least, and 
Is there not to be tlie League of 
Nations for protection'.' 

Just think of a nation of thirty- 
seven millionH foaring a little State 
of only about four millions. The 
trutii is England fears for her com 
merce iath<>r tJian her peace or 
safety. England lias always retarded 
Ireland's commercial growth. Her 
resources are left undeveloped, her 
fisheries, the most prolific, are ne- 
glected, and her Industries except in 
Belfast are nil, her magnificent har- 
bors, excepting two or three on the 
England side, are as they were in 
primeval days, untouched by the 
hand of man.

"Clerlcjil domination! How lit- 
tle they thinl< who use that phrase 
of what a tremendous tribute it i.s 
to the Irish priests. What is the 
secret of the priest's influence with 
the people? It is nothing but tlip 
recognition by the people of a 
truth thai in Ireland the priests 
have bi'fu what nilni.st>Ms of rrligioa 
.nhould be everywhere, the fathers 
and guides of their flocks. In ire- 
land the priests have always stood 
beside their veople, comforting, en- 
couraging and helping them in dark 
days — their safest, most unselfish, 
often their only leaders. Let the 
Protestant minister by similar de^ds 
secure simiiar influence over his 
people, no Catliolic will scel< 10 
diminish it. Would yon ilfprivi- m 
minister ol ri'ligioii, becuuso he is 
such, ot liis rights as a citi/cn ;inJ 
of his influence as a man, an edu- 
ciiti'd man, a good man? Would 
you rob him of the secular influence 
that traditional service has merited 
for his cloth? Finally, should wc 
not be honest with ourielves . and 
recogniiie that if religion i\ not a 
mere pretense with us it is the most 
important thing in lite, and should 
influence our every action? It Is 
not something to be put outside the 
backdoor whenever we choose. A 
minister of religion then, if he is 
at all a worthy one. Is entitled to 
special icgard as such, and his ad- 
vice has a special value even in 
what might be considered very mun- 
dane affairs." 

In their desire to avoid greater 
evils tbe clergy, he thought, mlglit 
at times have been shortsighted in 
their counsels, becoming "rather too 
severe a break for a naturally con- 
servative people," and obtaining 
"for a defacto government an obedi- 
ence owed only to a de Jure one." 
In the present trying tiroes, how- 
ever, the Irish priests have surely 
shown themselves sound both In 
Iliad and in heart, true pastors of 
their people.

Despite the continual and rather 
vociferous denial of the partisan 
press there is a great deal of 
menacing discontent in the country.

The workman com- 
plains of high prices, tbe returned 
soldiers of unemployment, the or- 
iliiiaiy citizens ol curtailment ,)f 
liberty tlirough a thousand and one 
petty laws and regulations, aiiil 
workmen and soldiers nn<l almost 
everybody (dse stand agtiast at th? 
unseemly quarrel between the Presi- 
dent and Congress, and ask: What 
next? What next, indeed? Con- 
gress has adjourned and left the 
country in a muddle, and be would 
be a prophet who could tell what 
the next nine months will bring us. 
But it is to be hoped that some 
strong men will keep their heads 
and try to lead the people out of 
the wilderness of discontent. This 
can only be done by i^ecognizing 
tliat our citizens have serious grie\-- 
ances wiiich must lie met in a 
spirit of frank helpfulness that 
bears with it no odor of the set- 
tlement or the soup kitchen. There 
is entirely too much philanthropy 
and too little social legislation. 
Wrist bands and sweaters and hot 
baths are excellent in their way and 
place, but they are a worthless sub- 
stitute for a means of livelihood, a 
poor relief fof high prices, a mean 
excltange for curtailed liberty. These 
last, a livelihood, fair prices and 
llbenty are the pivsetit demands, 
and of course men will ultiniatoly 
get all three, if not by fair then by 
foul means. History has repeated 
itself and will do so again, unless 
those who art; charged by, their of- 
fice or influence to bring relief do 
so quickly. And let them not waste 
time on palliatives; the day for such 
frauds is gone. They must striko 
at the root of the evil and give 
every man a fair chance to earn a 
decent livelihood, in the full liberty 
of an American citizen. Else Bol- 
shevism will appear on the horizon 
— .\merica. .

In a recent communication received from the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor at Washingtim eommdnt is made vpon the sitnation re- 
garding increased wages of street radiray employes. The oomnnlca- 

tion states that the department realizes that the National War Labor 
Board Increased the wages of street railway employes to a point con- 
siderably in excess of the scale generally paid before the war. The 
commuleaileB alao atatas that tini. ine r sa a as in wagea. together with 
the increaaed eoat of coal aad othar eomaoditlca, bav« «ada Uia atsaet 
railway aitoatloB very acnto aad that altboagb the Vederal anthorl- 
ties have reeommanded that lacreased fares be given, this recom- 
mendation has ap to the present time, in many dtles, not had any 
important results. The department at Washington realises and has 
suggested that this situation should be brought to a more satisfactory 
basis and that unless something is done to bring about this result 
street railways must either be acqlred and operated by the public or 
that under private ownership and public snpervlslon the cost of serv- 
ice, including reasonable wages and a proper retom oa the iavastnwnt, 
must be met in some definite way. 

The National War I.,abor Board therefore sees the situation 
clearly, either that there should be municipal ownership, in which event 
the city would eltlier have to pay for the properties their fair value 
and operate them for the benefit of the community, with perhaps a 
deficit to be paid by the tai^yers, or the other and more practical 
suggestion is that mder private ownership, with some public super- 
vision, the cost of service, indadlng raaaonable wmges aad a proper re- 
turn on the investment, mast be met In aome definite way. This 
meaas that if the wages are to be reasonable and a proper return on 
the Inveetment is to be provided for that snltieient revenue must he re- 
ceived either from the traveling pnblic or from the municipal govern- 
ment. 

It is needless to say that the community would look with dis- 
favor upon having to meet any deficit to be made good by the city, 
and in addition to this it would place heavier taxes upon all classes of 
property owaera, wbatber ftaey be large or soiall owners of real es- 
tate. 

The department puts tlie matter ."o forcibly that it is well for the 
community at large and especially citizens in every walk of life to face 
the situation. Which shall it be? Shall the city of Louisville stand 
for a deficit to be i»aid out of the city treasury or shall some arrange- 
ment be made by which a retun\ can be granted to the Street Railway 
Company so that reasonable wages can be paid and as the Wartilngton 
authorittee recognise a propei: retpta apon the lAvestment Jtiroylded 
for?

"Christian Democracy ' is a term 
employed in two Important Papal 
documents to designate 4toe CathoUc 
social movement. It is made to 
alternate with another oorrent ex- 
pireasion. "Ohri«tIan Popular Ac- 
tion." The former title, adopted by 
CatholicK in various countries, was 
attacked by "many excellent men" 
who considered it nmhlguo\is and 
open to mi-wimri-])! ion. The chief 
danger apparently la\ In confound- 
ing it with political agitation. In 
his encyclical now known under the 
niune of "ChriBtian Democracy," 
Pope Leo Xin. sought to dlsn^el 
these fears and aiUay tho dtssenslons 
caused by the word. He himself did 
not herttate to adof>t It after giving 
Its orthodox explanation. Later 
we fln<l it recurring again in the 
famouB eneyclical of Pope Plus X. 
on "Christian Poi)ul:\r Action." 

One of thie main q\iestlons neces- 
sarily touche<l upon in this connec- 
tion Is the rel.ition of Ohriaitian 
democracy, or Catholic social action, 
to the political movemenits of any 
country. Tho noouaaiion that the 
church is seeking for poUtlcai power 
was never perhaps more seriously 
.and persistently made than at tho 
present hour. It will be well there- 
fore to quote at some length the 
answers of Poi)e Loo XIII. and his 
Fiicce.^sor, Popo Pius X.. upon this 
(lurstion. They afford us the final 
an 1 authentic documentary evidence 
til ^how that OhnlBtian democracy, 
or Catholic popular action, can in 
nowise be identified with pcriitics 
and may never even be perverted 
to serve political coda. 

It would be a crime, says Pope 
Leo XIIL, to distort this name of 
ChrlBttan democrAcy to politics, for 
although democracy, both in it.'' 
philolovucal and philosophical .ig- 
nifioations, implies popular govern- 
m<>nt. yet in its pr'^sent appll'^atinn 
It is so to be f»iiip]oyed that, remov- 
ing from it all pollUe.il siijii i fl ranee, 
It is to mean notliing else than a 
benevolent and Ohrlstian movement 
io behalf of the people. For the 
laws of nature and of the gospel, 
wtoksh by rlg'ht are su'perior to all 
human contingencies, arc necescarily 
independent ot all modifications of 
civil fTovernmcnt. while at the same 
time they are in conoonl with every 
thin" tint is not repiimiant to mor- 
ality and jiifilice The>- :n<> therefore 
and they must remain absolutely 
free from all <poIKioal parties, and 
have nothing to do with the various 
changes of administration which may 
occur in a nation; so that Catholics 
may and ought to be citizens ac 
corrtlncr to the consititutlon of any 
State, guided a« thev are by those 
laws which command them to love 
God ;ilii)ve all thines. and their 
neighbor ;>s themselves — ESnoycliCal 
on Chrialian Deraocraev. 

Such we a.re told ihas always been 
the discipline of the oharoh. .To 
the same affect Pope Pina X. wrote 
In his Motu Proprlo on '^Christian 
Popular Action," dealing with the 
same subjeot: 

Christian democracy ought never 
to mix In politics, and ought never 
to be made use of for party pur- 
poses, or ivolitlcal objects; that is 
not it.? province; but it should be 
a beneficent activity in favor of the 
neople, founded on the natural laws, 
ind the precepts of the cospeL 

Since this, as we hava seen. Is 
a vital question and a point upon 
which we are constantly attacked 
■>t the present day. It will not be 
"uperfhioue to quote another docu- 
ment which hft-s the sanction and ex- 
iresses the doctrine of the Holv 
•See. We refer to the instruction of 
•he Sacred CongrMr«tlon of Beeleel 
■»«Hcal Affairs on "OhHsdan Pooular 
Action or Christian Democratic Ac- 
'•on in Italv." It bMira the signa 
'"re of Cardinal Rampolla. We 
•ead: 

ChHstian democratic InwHtntlono 
•'hntever be their clmrwoter. shouH 
looked iinon as manjfeetntlona o* 
■'hrifftlan Doniilar action, based o" 
*'e mnt'inl law nnd on the nrecerrt"

CatluHlcs aa cKisens bave the duty 
of shariag la the political life of

Catholic social movement of any 
country, must never be confused 
with politics. Much less may it ever 
be Implicated in seditions and revo- 
lutions, or in "the preference and 
prcjparation," aa Pope Leo wrote, 
"of one form of government rather 
than Hnother," for "it is not lawful 
to give a political meaning to Chris- 
tian democracy." 

These clear statements, which are 
directive for all OathoUe popular 
action, should be suffieleat to sU- 
•aee tba aaaaitea ot the ebareb who 
accuse bar ot political aspiratioas 
or Intrlfaas. They show bow la the 
oae woric wbleh brings the church 
Into close contact not only with the 
spiritual but likewise with the so- 
cial life of the people, no taint of 
suspicion should be east npoa' the 
purity of her motives. 

But Christian democracy, it is 
urged, haa turned aside from its 
positive work for the welfare of the 
masses In order to combat Social- 
ism. This is true. It has done so 
persistently and in every country 
Christian democracy, as both Poi 
Leo Xin. and Pope Plus X. stron(;i.> 
Insist, is the very opposite of social 
democracy or Sociidism. "Christian 
Democracy," wrote Pope Plus, 
"ought to be understood in the 
sense already determined by au- 
thority, which is far removed from 
that of social democracy and Is 
based on the principles of thj 
Catholic faith and morality, espe- 
cially on that of never attacking in 
any way the inviolable right of 
private property." The reason for 
this opposition is not therefore 
political, as Socialists would make 
jien believe, but purely moral and 
religious. The actual palitieal So- 
cialist movement is a menace to 
religion, to religious education, to 
Justice and morality. It is on these 
grounds, and on no other, that the 
great body of Catholic working men 
is opposed to it, and that Christian 
democracy can not avoid answering 
the challenge of social democracy. 
The one teaches that man's supreme 
good must be sought in the life to 
come, but for this very reason It 
would secure for even the poorest 
here below the eii.j(i> ruent of the 
earthly righta and privileges which 
are implied la bis sublime destiny. 
The other, on the contrary, would 
turn away his mind from the things 
of eternity to absorb them in the 
things of time, hazarding the loss 
of both. 

To guard, however, against the 
final misconception that Catholics, 
as individuals, are hampered in tho 
exercise of full political liberty, so 
long as this does not interfere with 
the laws oi God or the precepta Ot 
the church, it may be well to quote 
the directions given on this subject 
by Pope Pius X.: 

It is certath, be says, that the 
present constitution of States of- 
fers to all without distinction the 
power of influencing public opinion, 
and Catholics, while recognizing the 
obligations imposed by the law of 
God and the precepts of the church, 
may with .safe conscience enjoy this 
liberty. and prove themselves 
-apable, :is iinii'h and even more 
than other.K, it co-operating in the 
iterial and civil well-being Ol the 
people, thus acquiring that author- 
ity and respect which may make it 
even possible for them to defend 
and promote a higher good, namelv, 
that of the soul. These civil righta 
are many and various, going so far 
as directly to share In the political 
life of the country by representing 
the people in the legislature. — En- 
cyclical on Chri-stlan Social Action. 

The Pope therefore desires that 
Catholics, like other citizens, should 
"prudently and seriously" prepare 
themselves for their electoral duties 
wherever such are incumbent upon 
them, in order that so they may ooa- 
trlbute their own share to the com- 
mon good and aid to lift up civic 
and national ai oraUt y to the high 
plane of gOSpM ptiafllplM.

Marshal Koch wa.^ reminded that 
Marcli 21 was the aniiiviMs.kiy nf 
the beginning of the great Corman 
offensive toward Aniiens and was 
asked by Jules iSauerweln, of the 
Matin, to explain by what methods 
the Marshal bad turned the of- 
fensive into a Oerman defeat. The 
allied Catholic Oenerallsslmo re- 
plied: 

"You ask me to tell you much in 
a few words. Victories are won by 
science, that is true, but also by 
faith. When one has faith one 
does not retire; one s»tops the enemy 
where one llnds liim. You tell me 
that I gave victory to France. It 
was our admirable soldiers who 
gave It. I have but one merit, that 
of never despairing." 

The writer asked the Marshal if 
his strategic science was a doctrine 
that could be taught, or if it was 
rather not that faculty "to divine 
and improvise— called genius." 

"Strategic science," said Marshal 
Foeh, "can be acquired, but It Is 
not a group of formulas or a set of 
prinelples. It is a knowledge 
which the chief must make part of 
himself so ithut it will guide all his 
decisions. This mental discipline 
can be gained by a study of history 
and by a study of concrete e.xam- 
ples. It must lea\x! the mind of 
the commander so open that he acts 
un accurate ioformatiwn nhi not on 
preconceived ideas anil hypotheses. 
But the most brilliant qualities of 
intelligenoe are nothing without the 
will to victory, Vt* battle won Is 
the battle In whish one retusss to 
admit one's self beaten, because the 
army is to the vhief what the sword 
is to the soldier. Its value lies In 
the hand that wields It."

During the process of 
collecting the mnney they launched 
their work by forming a Committee 
of War Activities under the super-

system, each department, such as 
the Department of the Northeast, 
having its Director. He receives 
his appointment and authority di- 
rect from the Director of Home Ac- 
tivities in New Ha\en, Conn., heart- 
quarters of the Knights of Colum- 
bus, which Is a corporation holdin? 
a charter under the laws of the 
State ot Connecticut. Under the 
Departmental Director are sectional 
supervisors. Bach supervisor has in 
his immediate personal care several 
camps. Each e«mi» has a General 
Secretary, with full authority over 
the Secretaries employed In all 
buildings in tne' camp, and each 
building has a head Secretary who 
acts as a sort of foreman over ths 
staff attached to the building. 

By this system a close tally is 
kept on the work of every man em- 
ployed by the organization, tho 
head building Secretary being 
checked up by the camp General 
.Secretary, just as he checks the 
Secivtaries attached to hia building. 
The General Secretaries are checked 
by the Supervisors, the Supervisors 
by the Departmental Dire(;tors, 
while each Departmental Director is 
held responsible by the Home Di 
rector for the efficiency of the wont 
in his department. The Home Di 
rector answers for all domestic wa 
work to his colleagues on the Com 
mitte^ on war Activities, who In 
turn report ,ito the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The Home llnector Is bursar to 
all funds expended I'or construction 
equipment and maintenance o 
buildings in domestic camps and 
naval training stations, fjtlarlM of 
Secretaries ana domestic snpplles 

To- tha^ M Afr. Dlrsctar ot Over- 
seas Work, whose he«4ciniiri«rs is 
in New York, falls the task of over' 
coming the nearly heart-breaking 
difficulties of buying and shipping 
abroad huge quanties of comfort 
commodities, providing means o 
motor transportation of these coin 
modules onco they arrive abroad 
and selecting the staffs of Secre 
tarles who must handle the distri 
button among the soldiers and sail 
ors overseas. 

In the New Toilc orerssas office 
of the K. of C there is a purchas- 
ing department, a shipping depart 
ment and a personnel department 
The personnel department must re- 
ceive all applications for overseas 
service, check up on the applicants, 
report to the Military Intelligence 
Bureau of every O. K., obtain pass 
ports and supervise the clothing, 
equipment and transport of Secre- 
taries. 

Overseas the Knights of Coluni; 
bus war work Is divided into soaea! 
Headquarters Is at Paris, where 
two overseas commisioners, one 
skilled in handling men, the other 
in handling finances, bars full 
charge, Lawrence O. Murray, for- 
mer Comptroller of the Currency, 
and Edward L. Hearn, Past Su- 
preme Knight of the K. of C, are 
the commissioners. They have 
France, Oerniany, England, Bel- 
glum and Italy divided into zones. 
Over every zone there Is a traveling 
Supervisor, responsible for the effi- 
ciency of the Secretaries employed 
at the camps in the zone. A pur- 
chasing department exists In Paris 
to supplement the main purchasing 
department in New York, by buying 
comforts and other supplies for the 
soldiers when and where these can 
be obtained In Burope cheaper than 
they can be landed from America 
on the piers at the French seaboard. 

There Is also a Personnel Bureau 
in Paris, for on arrival In France 
war workers must have another O. 
K. by the military authorities, also 
an Indorsement by the French civil 
authorities. The most remarkable 
feature about the entire K. of C. or- 
ganization, both at home and 
abroad, is that the immensely com- 
plex work has been handled by a 
staff unusually small * and at an 
overhead expense of snbsCantlally 
less than 2 per cent, of the moneys 
contributed by the public The 
Knights have never lost sight of 
the fact that they were handling 
public money, for which they must 
at all times be ready to glT6 an 
instant accounting. * 

The fact of their economical ad- 
ministration is amply proved by the 
generous programme they have been 
able to maintain In the matter of 
the giving of large quantities of 
free comforts to the men in the 
senrioe. The K. of C. policy of "ev- 
erything free" aemprlaes all those 
little things, such as candy, chew-
